Vehicles To 
Register

Owners of commercial vehi­ 
cles were reminded today by 
State Motor Vehicles Director 
Paul Mason that application for 
last-quarter registration renew­ 
al must, be made on or before 
October 5.

The optional quarterly re­ 
newal privilege is extended un­ 
der the law to registration of 
commercial vehicles subject to 
weight fees, as a convenience 
to owners who use their equip 
merit for seasonal hauling.

At the October renewal, quar­ 
terly registrants will roceivo for 
the first time new license plates. 
The plates, dated 1056, will re­ 
main with the vehicles for four 
years, as in the case of passen­ 
ger cars, and at each subse­ 
quent quarterly renewal tabs 
or stickers will be issued in 
colors to designate the particu­ 
lar quarter for which the vehi­ 
cle is registered.

Because of the new plate is­ 
sue for the last quarter of 1956. 
owners may register at any reg­ 
ular full time Department of 
Motor Vehicles branch office. 
Renewals applied for 1 by mall 
must be postmarked before mid­ 
night, October JS, to be free of 
penalty.
